MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

for  the  Year  1957 


To  the  Minister  of  Health,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Long 
Eaton  U.D.C., 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the 
Public  Health  in  this  town  for  the  year  1957  being  my  3rd  Annual 
Report.  The  general  health  of  the  town  has  remained  good,  as  can  be 
seen  from  the  vital  statistics  within  the  body  of  the  report. 

Long  Eaton  is  still  without  its  Maternity  Home  ;  but  the  Council 
has  been  in  communication  with  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  concerning  the  possibility  of  Draycott  Hospital  being  used  for 
providing  much  needed  maternity  facilities. 

One  of  the  main  features  of  the  year  was  the  completion  of  the 
Risley  Reservoir,  which  holds  one  million  gallons  of  water,  and  was 
officially  opened  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  on  10th  April,  1957. 
In  spite  of  this,  and  the  Council  agreeing  to  take  960,000  gallons  of 
Derwent  Valley  water  per  day,  during  the  summer  months  demand 
exceeded  supply,  and  the  Council’s  waterworks  at  Stanton-by- Bridge 
provided  this  essential  commodity  for  a  period.  We  must  therefore 
be  thankful  for  this  supplementary  supply  ;  even  if  its  quality  is  not 
directly  comparable  to  that  of  the  Derwent  Valley  Water  Board  supply 
because  of  its  hardness. 
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Nature  showed  her  fickleness  by  providing  too  much  water  in 
the  form  of  rain  in  September,  1.83  inches  falling  in  24  hours.  Several 
streets  were  covered  with  water  for  a  time  until  the  surface  drains 
could  cope  with  it.  The  flood  prevention  scheme  of  the  Trent  River 
Board  worked  well,  and  there  was  no  serious  flooding  as  experienced 
by  Sandiacre,  Little  baton  and  other  areas  of  Derbyshire.  Mention 
should  be  made  however,  of  one  incident  which  involved  a  private 
estate,  which  was  under  water  and  helped  to  emphasise  that  the  Council 
cannot  unfortunately  forbid  development  involving  the  erection  of 
houses  which  are  not  above  the  level  of  the  last  known  highest  flood 
level.  It  would  seem  that  the  occupiers  should  be  entitled  to  some 
redress  in  this  matter.  The  Council  for  their  part,  immediately  put 
work  in  hand  to  instal  two  24  inch  diameter  pipes  to  drain  the  area, 
at  their  own  cost,  and  this  work  was  completed  before  Christmas. 
This  incident  however  would  not  have  occurred  if  the  developer  had 
built  above  the  last  known  flood  level  and  utilized  information  which 
was  given  by  the  Council  but  who  were  powerless  to  insist  upon  it. 

The  Council’s  housing  programme  continued  to  make  favourable 
progress  during  the  year,  163  houses  being  completed,  compared  with 
171  for  the  previous  year. 

This  Authority  by  means  of  Improvement  Grants  and  housing 
advances  to  prospective  house  purchasers  continues  to  pursue  a  policy 
designed  to  raise  still  further  the  standard  of  housing  within  the  town. 
The  Council  also  continued  to  afford  the  opportunity  to  council 
house  tenants  to  become  owners  in  their  own  right. 

In  spite  of  financial  stringency,  it  is  essential  that  the  Slum 
Clearance  programme,  and  the  provision  of  suitable  accommodation 
for  Old  Age  Pensioners  and  the  Elderly  should  be  adhered  to. 

Slum  Clearance  will,  naturally  under  such  conditions,  occupy  a 
larger  proportion  of  the  work  of  the  Council,  and  must  include  the 
provision  of  housing  accommodation  for  those  members  of  the  com¬ 
munity  who  are  living  in  insanitary  and  unhealthy  housing  environ¬ 
ment.  This  service  cannot  fail  but  to  have  the  first  priority  of  the  Council 

The  Chantry  Close,  Sawley,  group  scheme  has  gone  from  strength 
to  strength  under  the  guidance  of  the  Warden,  Mrs.  King.  The 
welfare  and  comfort  of  the  old  people  has  been  extended  by  voluntary 
assistance  including  the  Inner  Wheel  and  other  well  wishers,  who  have 
provided  a  piano,  T.V.  set,  playing  cards  and  whist  tables  in  the  Com¬ 
mon  Room.  The  town  has  much  need  to  be  grateful  to  all  these 
organisations  who  have  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  project. 
Even  with  their  help  it  would  not  have  been  so,  if  the  Old  Age  Pen¬ 
sioners  themselves  had  not  used  the  Common  Room  provided  for 
communal  activities. 

Although  there  has  been  a  remarkable  reduction  in  the  mortality 
due  to  Tuberculosis  in  this  century  from  some  60,000  deaths  to  under 
10,000  deaths  per  annum  ;  the  present  is  no  time  for  complacency. 
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If  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  is  to  be  banished,  now  is  the  opportunity 
as  never  before,  of  reducing  still  further  the  incidence  of  this  scourge 
of  humanity  from  35,000  new  cases  per  year  to  negligable  proportions. 
This  is  why  I  am  grateful  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  boon  of  ILC.G. 
Vaccination  is  now  available  to  all  children  at  Senior  Schools  in  the 
town,  who  are  aged  13  years. 

It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  there  is  over  an  80%  acceptance 
rate  in  Long  Eaton  Schools  during  1957  for  this  procedure,  and  I 
hope  that  this  can  be  maintained  throughout  1958.  My  thanks  are  tine 
to  the  teaching  profession  and  Headmasters  concerned,  in  this  new 
venture. 

According  to  the  M.R.C.  Investigation  this  procedure  confers  a 
good  protection  for  more  than  4  years,  whilst  U.S.A.  evidence  extends 
this  to  at  least  a  period  of  10  years.  This  could  prove  to  be  the  turning 
point  in  the  campaign  against  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  ;  it  this  effort 
were  supplemented  by  every  family  in  the  District  ensuring  that  their 
family  are  X-rayed  once  a  year  at  a  M.M.R.  Unit,  either  at  Nottingham 
or  when  the  Mobile  Unit  visits  your  locality.  WHY  NOT  MAKE  IT 
AN  ANNUAL  OUTING  FOR  THE  FAMILY  with  a  visit  to 
the  theatre  or  cinema  ? 

It  is  therefore  very  disappointing  to  have  to  report  that  the 
attendances  at  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  which  visited  the  town 
this  year  was  poor  indeed,  being  well  below  that  of  three  years  ago. 
Only  3,100  out  of  a  population  of  30,000.  This  is  a  free  service  and  is 
established  for  the  benefit  of  the  community,  and  should  be  used  on 
every  occasion  possible.  The  result  is  especially  disappointing  when 
one  realises  that  in  Canada  80%  of  the  population  would  have  re¬ 
sponded. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  M.  Vass.  School  Medical  Officer  for 
Long  Eaton,  for  her  help  in  connection  with  the  B.C.G.  Campaigne 
in  the  Schools  and  Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  at  the  County 
Clinic  4,  Nottingham  Road.  I  would  also  like  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors,  Miss  Leek, 
Mrs.  Lewis  and  Miss  Mortimer  who  have  been  most  helpful  at  all 
times. 

Long  Eaton  experienced  a  severe  outbreak  of  Asian  Influenza 
during  the  months  of  September  and  October.  It  affected  school 
children,  (young  and  old),  and  the  working  population  but  not  the 
elderly  or  older  members  of  the  community.  It  resulted  in  much 
disorganisation  in  Industry  ;  neccessitating  the  adoption  of  temporary 
measures  of  expediency,  to  keep  the  flow  of  work  progressing  to 
fruition.  The  sickness  rate  amongst  the  working  population  rose 
sharply  and  was  maintained  at  a  high  level  for  some  six  weeks,  falling 
just  as  sharply  and  abruptly  as  it  had  risen.  We  were  fortunate  that 
it  occurred  during  a  relatively  mild  Autumn,  and  not  under  Wintry 
conditions,  when  undoubtedly  complications  of  a  pulmonary,  throat 
and  central  nervous  system  nature  would  have  been  more  numerous. 
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The  Health  Visitors,  Home  Helps,  District  Nurses,  and  the 
Ambulance  Staff,  Dr.  M.  Vass  and  myself  received  innoculations 
against  this  condition.  This  disease  exemplifies  the  speed  with  which 
such  conditions  are  disseminated  throughout  the  world  in  the  present 
century. 

Sooner  or  later  redevelopment  of  the  centre  of  the  town  must 
lake  place.  The  benefits  that  would  accrue  to  the  town  and  traders  by 
the  provision  ol  much  needed  amenities,  would  compensate  for  the 
high  cost  involved.  This  is  a  project  that  should  brook  no  delay,  and 
action  taken  should  be  in  keeping  with  the  Council’s  motto  ; — “  Pro¬ 
gress  through  Endeavour 

In  fulfilment  of  their  Clean  Air  Policy,  the  Council  decided  to 
extend  the  Smokeless  Zone  at  the  Draycott  Road  Council  Housing 
Estate,  as  opportunity  presents,  with  new  council  houses.  They  also 
approved  a  new  building  Bye-law,  requiring  all  new  domestic  housing 
to  have  installed,  heating  appliances  (fireplaces)  of  a  type  approved  by 
Coal  Utilisation  Board.  These  types  of  appliances  burn  coal  more 
efficiently  than  the  old  type  of  grates,  and  will  also  burn  smokeless 
fuels  efficiently. 

The  Poliomyelitis  vaccination  programme  received  a  great  boost 
when  it  received  the  Royal  Blessing  by  Prince  Charles  and  Princess 
Anne  being  innoculated  against  Poliomeylitis.  Since  registration  for 
polio  immunisation  started  early  in  1956,  1,250,000  children  in 

England  and  Wales,  have  been  treated  with  British  vaccine.  In  the 
first  200,000  immunisations  only  seven  children  caught  polio — and 
then  mildly.  In  Long  Eaton  some  500  children  were  immunised  against 
polio,  during  the  year,  involving  some  1,000  injections.  The  parents 
of  the  town  are  to  be  congratulated  on  being  so  progressive  on  public 
health  matters,  since  the  percentage  of  parents  registrations  requests 
were  one  of  the  highest  in  the  County. 

The  Council  have  sanctioned  the  printing  of  a  Safety  Booklet 
which  will  deal  with  sensible  measures  that  can  be  taken  in  the  Home, 
Industry,  and  by  all  Road  Users,  to  reduce  the  number  of  deaths  and 
injured  due  to  preventable  accidents.  I  am  indebted  to  the  indus¬ 
trialists  of  the  town  for  their  support  in  this  project,  and  trust  that 
the  advertisers  concerned  will  display  that  tact  and  noblesse  oblige 
which  is  in  keeping  with  the  best  traditions  of  the  Press  of  this  country. 
I  could  say  much  more  on  this  matter  of  needless  loss  of  life  that  occurs 
in  our  own  homes  (resulting  in  6,600  deaths  in  1956)  due  to  accidents 
in  what  should  be  a  safe  heaven  for  all  members  of  the  family. 

It  is  good  to  record  that  Dr.  J.  Moir  my  illustrious  predecessor 
is  in  good  health  and  continues  to  cope  with  a  busy  general  practice. 
During  the  year  he  fulfilled  the  duties  of  President  of  the  Derbyshire 
Branch  of  the  British  Medical  Association  with  distinction.  He  is 
also  a  representative  on  the  Board  of  Governers  of  the  Nottingham 
University,  being  nominated  by  his  old  Medical  University. 


My  colleagues  and  general  practitioners  are  most  helpful  and  I 
trust  that  on  the  occasions  they  have  approached  me  I  have  been  able 
to  be  of  some  assistance  to  them.  Their  help  at  the  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough  Immunisation  Clinic  continues  and  it  is  greatly 
appreciated. 

1  am  indebted  to  Mr.  1*.  A.  Missen,  Principal  of  the  Derbyshire 
Farm  Institute,  Broomfield  Hall,  Motley,  lor  making  available  the 
full  meteorological  information  for  1957. 

1  am  grateful  to  the  executive  committee  and  the  Chairman  Mr. 
\Y.  I.  Taylor,  of  the  Long  Eaton  Sick  Nursing  Association,  for  their 
Annual  Report  concerning  the  work  of  the  association. 

The  good  work  done  by  the  association  still  continues  at  the  clinic 
on  Derby  Road  and  includes  the  provision  of  physiotherapy, 
massage,  U.V.L.  infra  red  and  radiant  heat  therapy,  chiropody  and  the 
loan  of  medical  equipment.  Appropiate  treatment  is  given  to  patients 
referred  by  their  family  doctor  at  a  nominal  charge. 

I  should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation 
to  Dr.  Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer  and  his  staff  for  their  assistance 
throughout  the  year,  to  Mr.  Walton,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  all  members  of  the  health  department  for  their  loyal  and  efficient 
co-operation  which  has  made  work  such  a  pleasure.  To  Mr.  Stanley, 
Clerk  of  the  Council,  Mr.  Turner,  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  Mr. 
Fleming  the  Treasurer  and  Mr.  Davison,  Librarian,  for  their  unfailing 
help  and  assistance  throughout  the  year. 

I  wish  to  thank  you,  Sir,  and  your  fellow  members  of  the  Council, 
for  the  support  and  encouragement  which  you  have  given  me.

Fifteen  Pulmonary  cases  received  Sanatorium  treatment  in  various

Whooping  Cough.  Seventy  cases  ot  Whooping  Cough  were 
notified  during  the  year.  This  disease  causes  debilitation  in  children 
and  leaves  them  susceptible  to  other  infections  that  may  be  prevalent 
in  the  area.  The  damage  it  does  to  the  lungs  combined  with  the 
debilitation  are  reasons  why  all  parents  should  have  their  children 
immunised  against  this  disease.  The  immunisation  clinic  is  held  at 
1,  Cranmer  Street,  Long  Eaton,  every  first  and  third  Thursday  during 
the  month.  Injections  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  com¬ 
bined  is  available  to  Long  Eaton  children  and  should  be  carried  out 
at  the  age  of  5-6  months.  There  is  also  the  necessity  of  a  “  booster  ” 
dose  just  prior  to  the  childrens  entrance  to  a  primary  school. 

My  thanks  go  to  the  General  practitioners  of  the  town  for  their 
co-operation  in  this  important  work. 

Diphtheria.  No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  during  the 
year,  this  being  the  tenth  year  in  succession,  and  no  death  has  occured 
from  this  disease  for  fourteen  years. 

Acute  poliomyelitis.  There  were  three  cases  of  paralytic  polio¬ 
myelitis  and  one  non  paralytic  notified  during  the  year,  compared 
with  one  case  of  each  type  last  year.  It  is  good  to  note  that  continued 
progress  is  being  made  with  the  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 
and  to  know  that  the  percentage  of  children  vaccinated  will  increase 
as  more  vaccine  becomes  available.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  parents 
of  infants  and  school  children  are  now  convinced  of  its  value.  One 
looks  forward  to  the  time  when  supplies  are  more  readily  available. 

There  are  several  simple  ways  in  which  discerning  parents  can 
reduce  the  risk  to  their  children  picking  up  poliomyelitis  virus  at 
epidemic  periods. 

1.  Avoid  overcrowding.  It  is  the  risk  of  the  disease  being 
rapidly  spread  through  crowds  at  places  like  swimming  baths,  that  is 
the  danger,  not  the  baths  themselves.  The  same  applies  to  densely 
packed  trains  and  buses  and,  to  some  extent,  crowded  beaches. 

2.  Avoid  excessive  physical  strain. 

3.  Without  being  unduly  fussy,  minor  upsets  should  not  be 
treated  too  lightly. 

4.  Scrupulous  handwashing  and  cleanliness  has  some  pro¬ 
tective  value  and  people  suffering  from  a  cold  or  sore  throat  should 
use  gargles  and  paper  handkerchiefs  that  can  be  burned  immediately. 


Today  vaccination  is  alreaih  altering  the  poliomyelitis  picture. 
Rigid  control  of  vaccine  preparation  and  the  tact  that  none  of  the 
2(H), ()()()  children  vaccinated  in  Britain  in  1956  developed  poliomyelitis 
as  a  result  of  the  injection  indicates  the  safety  of  this  procedure. 

That  vaccination  does  give  protection  has  been  established  in  a 
great  number  of  countries.  The  Medical  Research  Councils’  report 
on  the  British  vaccine  shows  that  a  considerable  degree  of  protection 
is  conferred  against  the  paralytic  form  of  the  disease. 

Acute  Pneumonia.  Thirteen  cases  of  Acute  Pneumonia  were 
notified  and  most  cases  occurred  during  the  months  of  January, 
February  and  March.  The  disease  attacked  both  the  young  and 
those  in  adult  life.

Long  Eaton  is  fortunate  in  having  a  Chest  Clinic  of  its  own  and 
the  Consultant  Chest  Physician  (Dr.  11.  Morrow  Brown)  attends  everv 
Tuesday.  One  looks  forward  to  the  day  when  Long  Eaton  and  district 
will  have  its  own  x-ray  facilities. 
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I  here  is  still  a  fear  amongst  the  population  concerning  Tuber¬ 
culosis  in  spite  of  the  great  advances  made  in  treatment  and  diagnosis 
and  the  great  reduction  in  recent  years  of  the  mortality  from  this 
disease. 

Long  Eaton  as  a  Housing  Authority  plays  its  part  in  the  prevention 
of  this  disease  by  ensuring  as  far  as  possible  that  those  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis  have  the  proper  environment  in  which  to  live. 

Meningoccal  Infection.  One  case,  a  little  girl  of  one  year,  was 
notified  during  the  year. 

During  the  year  no  cases  of  Paratyphoid,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  and 
Food  Poisoning  were  notified. 

CARCINOMA  OF  THE  LUNG 

I  attended  a  conference  on  this  subject  held  at  B.M.A.  House  on 
November  22nd,  1957,  and  in  view  of  the  publicity  it  has  been  given 
in  recent  months  I  set  out  the  following  report,  which  was  submitted 
to  the  Council  at  the  time  : — 

The  Chairman,  Dr.  N.  Lloyd  Rusby,  Physician  to  the  London 
Hospital  and  London  Chest  Hospital,  opened  the  proceedings  by 
giving  an  excellent  introduction  to  the  subject.  He  underlined  the 
great  increase  in  this  condition  over  the  last  twenty  years  and  men¬ 
tioned  such  “  precipitating  factors  ”  as  Atmospheric  Pollution,  Tobacco, 
Industrial  risks,  which  would  re-act  adversely  upon  the  individual. 
He  emphasised  the  importance  of  early  diagnosis  and  briefly  touched 
on  the  role  of  surgery,  radiotherapy,  chemo-therapy  in  the  treatment 
of  this  condition.  He  also  covered  the  postoperative  management 
of  such  cases. 

The  Aetiology  of  Lung  Cancer  was  presented  by  Professor  A. 
Bradford  Hill  in  which  he  stated  that  statistical  investigation  linking 
this  condition  with  environmental  and  personal  habits  were  of  two 
types : — 


(a)  Retrospective  and  (b)  Prospective. 

(a)  Retrospective.  Doctors  all  over  the  world  had  compared  the 
history  and  personal  habits  of  patients  suffering  from  cancer 
of  the  lungs  with  other  hospital  patients  of  the  same 
age  and  sex  suffering  from  cancer  elsewhere.  These  show 
that  excessive  smoking  of  cigarettes  statistically  increases  the 
risk  of  this  condition  occurring. 

(b)  Prospective.  Professor  Hill  quoted  the  investigation  on 
doctors  themselves  which  showed  that  excessive  smokers  of 
cigarettes  suffered  from  this  complaint  4U  times  more  than 
the  normal  rate  for  non-smokers. 
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Pipe  and  Cigar  Smokers.  The  evidence  in  regard  to  pipe 
smoking  and  cigar  smoking  is  not  conclusive  and  the  risk  does  not 
appear  to  be  so  great. 

Prolessor  Ilill  also  mentioned  that  the  mortality  from  the  disease 
is  higher  in  town  than  country  and  this  increase  in  the  towns  could 
possibh  be  related  to  Atmospheric  Pollution,  contributing  possibly 
some  20  to  20  per  cent. 

Some  other  facts  mentioned  were — Busmen  do  not  suffer  from 
this  condition  more  than  others.  That  there  is  a  sex  differentiation 
adversely  affecting  males  which  in  1046  was  5 — 1,  and  in  1956  7 — 1. 

In  his  opinion  the  major  cause  of  the  increase  in  this  condition 
in  recent  years  is  the  excessive  consumption  of  cigarettes. 

The  Pathology  of  Lung  Cancer  was  ably  dealt  with  by  I)r.  Hinson, 
Director  of  Pathology,  London  Chest  Hospital,  whilst  the  early 
diagnosis  of  lung  cancer  was  well  covered  by  Dr.  Kenneth  Robson 
Physician,  St.  George’s  Hospital  and  Brampton  Hospital.  Dr.  Peter 
Kerley,  Director  X-ray  Department,  Westminster  Hospital,  dealt 
with  radiological  diagnosis  and  the  result  of  mass  radiography  examin¬ 
ations.  Phis  proved  most  interesting  since  from  the  speaker’s  remarks 
1  gathered  that  a  routine  X-rav  of  the  chest  at  annual  or  periodic 
intervals  could  show  the  development  of  this  condition  long  before  it 
was  recognisable  clinically.  He  also  favoured  the  100  MMR  unit  to 
the  30  MMR  unit  which  is  at  present  in  common  usage.  A  number  of 
this  larger  type  unit  will  be  in  expreimental  use  shortly. 

Dr.  E.  Hudson,  Physician,  West  London  Hospital  and  London 
Chest  Hospital  quoted  some  unusual  modes  of  presentation  of  the 
disease.  Surgical  treatment  was  effectively  dealt  with  by  Dr.  Mearns 
Milne,  Consultant  Thorasic  Surgeon,  whilst  Dr.  Gwen  Hilton  gave  an 
excellent  discourse  on  the  treatment  by  radiation  and  chemo-therapy. 

Industry  and  Lung  Cancer  was  the  subject  of  Dr.  K.  M.  A. 
Perry’s  address,  Physician,  London  Hospital.  He  showed  conclusively 
that  in  certain  industrial  and  agricultural  processes  there  is  an  increased 
risk  ol  developing  lung  cancer.  The  industries  concerned  indict 
carcinoma  of  the  lung  equally  on  both  sexes.  'Phis  condition  can  there¬ 
fore  be  classided  as  an  occupational  risk  for  workers  in  : — 

1.  Nickel  cobalt  mines  where  there  is  arsenic  dust,  arsenides 
or  radio-active  material  present. 

2.  Sulphuric  acid  workings  or  processes  where  impurity  is  due 
to  arsenic. 

3.  Production  of  arsenic  sheep  dips. 

4.  Asbestos  industry. 

5.  Chromate  processes.

1  Id.  but  must  point 
out  that  three  donations  ot  £50  each  were  banked  during  the  year 
Dom  Ilkeston  Petty  Sessional  Division  re  Sunday  Entertainments 
against  the  normal  total  of  £100.  Also  during  the  year  we  received 
£45  8s.  6d.  being  the  balance  in  the  Long  Eaton  Unemployment 
Welfare  bund.  It  was  decided  by  the  Trustees  to  wind  up  this  Fund 
and  they  very  kindly  donated  the  balance  to  us.  A  very  welcome 
addition  to  our  Income  was  £1 1  5s.  Od.  being  the  Proceeds  of  a  Dance 
and  we  do  thank  Mrs.  Mills  and  the  Ladies  of  the  Committee  for 
organising  the  event. 

1  he  List  of  Donations  Received  becomes  shorter  year  after  year 
and  we  do  appeal  to  our  old  friends  to  give  renewed  support.  A  few 
new  names  appear  overleaf  and  we  look  forward  to  adding  many 
more  when  we  again  go  to  print  this  time  next  year. 

The  total  number  of  treatments  w'e  have  been  privileged  to  give 
at  the  Clinic  during  the  year  were  : 

Physiotherapy  8,456  ;  Chiropody  982 
showing  an  increase  of  528  physiotherapy  treatments  and  a  decrease 
of  73  Chiropody  treatments.  The  various  treatments  being  given 
total  an  average  of  35  treatments  per  working  day  through  the  year. 
Phis  increase  in  the  activities  of  the  Clinic  shows  beyond  doubt  the 
great  need  there  is  in  the  town  for  its  services  and  the  immense  value 
of  its  work  to  the  community  and  we  are  justly  proud  that  the  Clinic 
has  achieved  such  a  high  reputation  amongst  the  townspeople  of  Long 
Eaton  for  its  incalculable  efforts  in  helping  relieve  pain  and  suffering 
amongst  the  citizens  of  this  town.

strictly  limited  means  can  take  advantage  of  all  these  services,  and  we 
would  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  those  who  either  in  time  or 
money  have  subscribed  so  generously  to  our  Association. 

We  would  pay  tribute  to  Mr.  J.  Langham  Brown,  one  of  the 
founder  members  of  the  Association  and  who  unfortunately  through 
ill  health  had  to  resign  his  office  as  Chairman  of  the  Association,  but 
is  still  keenly  interested  in  all  the  activities  of  the  Clinic  and  has  hon¬ 
oured  us  by  becoming  our  first  Vice  President. 
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We  have  been  very  pleased  to  have  the  Chairman  «>l  the  Long 
Eaton  Council,  Councillor  b.  Roper  J.P.  as  our  President  lor  the  year 
and  are  most  grateful  to  him  for  his  very  loyal  support. 

Finally  we  would  place  on  record  our  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
excellent  work  done  at  the  Clinic  by  Miss  Saxton,  Mr.  C.  Ward  and 
the  stall  during  the  year  under  review.

LONG  EATON  ROAD  SAFETY  ACTIVITIES 
DURING  THE  YEAR  ENDED 

31st  March,  1958 

Accident  Statistics:  During  1957  there  were  218,653  road 
accidents  in  the  country,  and  road  casualties  were  the  highest  on  record, 
viz  : — 268,308  persons  injured  and  5,550  killed.  The  number  of 
children  killed  on  the  road  was,  however,  the  lowest  on  record,  v  iz  :  629. 
It  is  felt  that  this  continued  reduction  in  the  number  of  child  deaths 
is  attributable  in  some  degree  to  road  safety  training  and  propaganda. 

Local  road  accidents  for  1957  as  reported  to  the  Committee  each 
month  totalled  as  follows;  (figures  in  1956  in  brackets):-  deaths, 
one  (5)  ;  involving  personal  injury,  92  (95)  ;  without  personal  injury, 
89  (139)  ;  involving  dogs,  40  (37)  ;  total  number  of  accidents  reported 
222  (276). 

Campaigns  :  During  the  year  we  had  a  St.  Christopher’s  Day- 
Campaign,  Road  Safety  Matters  Campaign,  Winter  Road  Safety 
Campaign  and  Crossing  the  Road  Campaign.  Posters,  leaflets  and  other 
material  were  supplied  to  business  firms,  shops,  offices,  schools,  libraries 
garages,  churches  and  chapels,  displayed  on  hoardings  and  publicity 
given  through  the  press. 

Dog  Training  :  Linder  the  leadership  of  Councillor  W.  Wiser, 
Road  Safety  Classes  for  dogs  and  dog  ow  ners  were  held  on  West  Park 
during  the  summer  months  and  were  well  attended.  A  competition 
was  held  at  the  end  of  the  sessions  and  cups  awarded  to  the  owners  of 
the  best  handled  dogs.  Thanks  arc  due  to  Councillor  Wiser  and  his 
assistants  and  to  the  Parks  Department,  and  the  Police  for  facilities 
afforded. 

Cycling  Proficiency  tests  :  Three  cycling  proficiency  tests  were 
held  during  the  year  and  the  assistance  rendered  by  the  Police,  C.T.C., 
Members  of  the  C  ommittee  and  schools  was  much  appreciated. 

63  Junior  cyclists  have  been  through  the  test  to  date,  of  which  29 
have  passed.  It  is  hoped  to  intensify  this  work  during  the  summer 
months. 
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Schools’  Cup  :  During  the  year  Mr.  Harold  Wells  of  Curzon 
Street  kindly  oflered  to  provide  a  silver  cup  tor  competition  among 
school  children  on  the  subject  of  road  safety.  A  scheme  has  been 
prepared  tor  the  award  of  points  to  schools  taking  part  in  road  safety 
activities  organised  by  the  Committee,  and  the  scheme  will  be  put 
into  operation  in  September. 

National  Road  Safety  Quiz  :  A  local  team  was  selected  and 
entered  in  the  National  Road  Safety  Quiz  but  they  were  unfortunately 
beaten  in  the  first  round  by  Swadlincote  by  12  points. 

Junior  Accident  Prevention  Council  :  The  Junior  Accident 
Prevention  Council  was  re-formed  in  November  last  and  has  con¬ 
tinued  to  meet  regularly  since.  The  Junior  Council  is  composed  of 
representatives  of  senior  schools  in  the  district,  and  the  Chairman 
and  Secretary  are  co-opted  to  the  Road  Safety  Committee. 

Film  shows  have  been  arranged  for  the  junior  members  and 
representatives  of  the  County  Constabulary  Traffic  Department  have 
attended  their  meetings  and  reported  on  road  accidents  to  school 
children  in  the  district.  The  Junior  Council  have  assisted  the  Com¬ 
mittee  in  various  road  safety  activities: 

Junior  Organisations  :  During  the  year  90  new  members  were 
enrolled  in  the  Teddy  Club  and  106  new  members  in  the  Look-out 
Club.  These  Clubs  are  for  children  age  3  to  7  years  and  8  to  12  years 
respectively,  and  are  designed  to  encourage  children  to  take  an  interest 
in  road  safety.  Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  a  few  years  ago  271 
children  have  been  enrolled  in  the  Teddy  Club  and  601  in  the  Look¬ 
out  Club. 

Safe  Driving  Awards  :  Several  local  firms  entered  their  drivers 
in  the  Safe  Driving  Competition  of  the  Royal  Society  for  Prevention 
of  Accidents,  and  during  the  year  presentations  were  made  to  the 
Drivers  employed  by  the  Long  Eaton  U.D.C.,  Long  Eaton  Co-op¬ 
erative  Society  Limited,  British  Railways,  Post  Offices,  Leisure  Kitchen 
Equipment  Limited  and  Barton  Transport  Limited.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  the  awards  made  in  this  competition  help  in  maintaining 
a  high  standard  of  driving  among  professional  drivers. 

Institute  of  Advanced  Motorists  :  A  talk  on  the  test  of  the 
Institute  of  Advanced  Motorists  was  given  to  the  Committee  by  Mr. 
W.  Denis  Taylor  who  had  himself  successfully  taken  the  test.  This 
again  is  a  worthwhile  contribution  to  road  safety. 

Press  Publicity  :  Much  useful  publicity  has  been  given  by  the 
local  press  to  the  work  of  the  Committee  and  we  are  grateful  to  the 
Long  Eaton  Advertiser,  the  Nottingham  Guardian  Journal,  Derby 
Evening  Telegraph  and  the  Nottingham  Evening  papers  for  drawing 
the  attention  of  the  public  to  various  activities  undertaken  by  the 
Committee. 
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Road  Safety  Improvements:  During  the  year  the  Committee 
were  successful  in  having  an  extra  direction  sign  installed  at  the 
junction  of  Waverley  Street  and  Nottingham  Road,  and  high  hedges 
cut  back  on  Station  Road.  A  suggestion  by  the  Committee  lor  a 
traffic  island  to  be  constructed  in  Meadow  Lane,  near  the  junction  of 
New  Tvthe  Street  is  being  considered  by  the  Council.  The  Committee’s 
thanks  are  due  to  the  Highways  Department  and  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation  in  these  matters  and  for  other  road  improvements  carried 
out  during  the  year.

The  above  figures  include  bulk  supply  to  Castle  Donington  R.D.C. 
and  supplies  from  out  district  rising  and  delivery  mains — 42,696,000  gls. 

Water  supply  has  been  satifactory  in  quantity  and  quality  in  all 
parts  of  the  Urban  District.  The  hardness  of  the  Stanton  Supply 
evokes  adverse  comment  from  a  number  of  Councillors. 

The  new  one  million  gallon  Reservoir  at  Risley  w'as  completed 
enabling  an  increased  quantity  of  160,000  gallons  per  day  (making  a 
total  of  960,000  gallons  per  day)  to  be  taken  from  the  Derwent  Valley 
Water  Board  from  March  1957.  Due  to  increased  consumption, 
particularly  trade  consumption,  it  has  still  been  found  nescesary  to 
supplement  this  source  of  supply  with  water  from  the  Council’s 
Watersworks  at  Stanton-by-Bridge. 
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Work  has  continued  in  providing  new  mains  lor  building  develop¬ 
ment,  and  a",  4"  and  6"  mains  have  been  laid  on  the  Council’s  Sawley 
I  lousing  1 '-st ate,  at  Mannion  Crescent  and  at  Messrs.  Geo.  Wimpey’s 
Estate  at  \\  ilsthorpe  Road. 

Water  is  tested  at  Stanton-by-Bridge  ilailv  (chlorination  test); 
monthly  chlorination  tests  at  Castle  Donington  Reservoirs  and  Sawley  ; 
monthly  bacteriological  tests  by  Derbyshire  County  Analyst  on  water 
from  Stanton-by-Bridge  Waterworks,  the  two  Castle  Donington  and 
two  Rislcy  Reservoirs  ;  two  monthly  bacteriological  tests  on  water 
front  si\  services  in  Long  baton  and  Sawley.  One  chemical  nalysis 
of  water  from  Stanton-by-Bridge  was  taken. 

Stanton-by-Bridge  water  is  not  plumbo  solvent  ;  Derwent  Valley 
W  ater  Board’s  water  is  dealt  with  at  source. 

Chlorination  Plant  (breakpoint)  is  installed  at  Stanton-by-Bridge 
as  the  untreated  water  is  at  times  of  doubtful  quality.  There  has  been 
no  contamination  of  treated  water. 


All  1  louses  in  the  district,  except  three,  are  supplied  from  public 
water  mains  direct  to  houses  ;  very  few  standpipes  supplies.

METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT  FOR  1957 

WEATHER  AT  DERBYSHIRE  FARM  INSTITUTE 
BROOMFIELD  HALL,  MORLEY,  DERBY,  DURING  1957 


You  will  see  that  the  rainfall  was  just  a  little  bit  above  the  annual 
average  of  28",  far  too  large  a  proportion  of  the  rain  coming  in  the 
cist  while  summer  months  of  July,  August  and  September.  September 
excelled  itself  with  almost  6"  of  rainfall,  1.57  of  it  fell  in  one  day! 

Apart  from  this  apparently  average  year,  I  should  point  out  that 
from  the  point  of  view  of  rainfall,  April,  May  and  June  were  abnormally 
low  ;  a  very  dry  spell  which  caused  a  great  deal  of  difficulties  from  the 
point  of  view  of  farming. 
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On  the  whole,  the  year  was  a  warmer  one  than  usual  ;  there  were 
onl\  fifty  nine  ground  Irosls  eompared  with  one  hundred  and  twenty 
m  the  previous  year,  and  forty  three  air  hosts,  compared  with  seventy 
li\e  in  the  previous  year.  Whilst  there  was  this  apparently  warmer 
Near,  it  does  not  mean  that  we  had  more  sunshine,  indeed,  you  will 
see  that  the  average  daily  hours  of  sunshine  are  low,  with  the  exception 
of  the  month  ot  June,  which  can  he  remembered  as  a  genuine  summer, 
despite  the  fact  that  on  twelve  days  in  June  the  wind  was  coming  from 
our  coldest  quarter,  the  North-East. 

It  may  he  interesting  to  point  out  that  one  talks  gliblv  of  the 
South-West  being  our  prevailing  wind  which  is  hardly  born  out  by 
the  statistics.  In  fact,  wind  came  from  the  due  west  for  eighty  four 
days,  from  the  South-West  on  sixty  three  days  and  from  the  other 
points  of  the  compass  about  thirty  five  days  each. 

1  think  this  is  interesting  in  this  particular  district  which  normally 
expects  to  have  the  weather  of  the  eastern  half  of  the  country,  rather 
than  that  of  the  western  half  as  indeed  is  the  case,  although  it  hardly 
fits  in  with  the  wind  statistics.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR  FOR  1957 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban 
District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report  as 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

Housing.  During  the  year  1957,  163  houses  were  let  as  follows: 
91  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  after  waiting  approximately  four  years, 
two  to  Tuberculosis  cases,  9  to  emergency  cases,  13  to  tenants  with 
families  of  mixed  sexes  and  occupying  two  bedroomed  houses,  17 
for  rehousing  tenants  of  condemned  property  and  31  bungalows  to 
old  age  pensioners. 

During  the  same  period  262  housing  applications  and  109  applica¬ 
tions  for  old  persons  bungalows  were  received. 

The  method  of  letting  20"..  of  the  houses  to  tenants  where  existing 
accommodation  is  inadequate  for  the  family,  10%  to  emergency  cases, 
10%  or  more  if  required  to  Tuberculosis  cases  and  the  remaining 
approximately  60",,  to  sub-tenants  in  rotation  was  continued. 

Slaughterhouses.  All  animals  are  inspected,  and  cases  of  con¬ 
genita!  tuberculosis  in  calves  are  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food. 

Refuse  Collection.  The  following  information  from  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government’s  publication  relating  to  costs  for 
the  year  ended  31st  March,  1957,  gives  a  comparison  with  our  costs.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

The  Sampling  of  food  under  the  above  Act  is  carried  out  by  the 
Derbyshire  County  Council. 

Mr.  R.  \V.  Sutton,  F.R.I.C.,  County  Analyst,  has  kindly 
supplied  the  following  information  : — 

82  samples,  including  15  milks,  were  taken  under  the  above  Act 
in  the  area  of  the  Long  Eaton  Urban  District  Council  during  the  year 
1957. 

No  serious  irregularities  were  disclosed  and  no  proceedings 
were  taken. 

Analysis  of  an  informal  sample  described  as  Pure  Lemon  Juice 
was  not  consistent  with  the  presence  of  100  percent  of  the  pure  juice. 
A  formal  sample  was  unobtainable  from  the  same  vendor — who  is 
no  longer  selling  this  particular  brand  -and  so  far  it  has  not  been 
encountered  elsewhere  in  the  County. 

A  sample  of  Processed  Cheese  and  Cheese  Spread,  comprising 
6  portions  in  the  one  pack,  was  examined.  Excess  moisture  was 
found  in  two  portions  of  the  Processed  Cheese  but  no  action  was 
taken  pending  a  standard  for  this  commodity,  which  is  at  present 
under  consideration  by  the  Ministry. 


The  remaining  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory.

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1958,  the  charges  for  the  col¬ 
lection  of  Trade  Refuse  and  tipping,  etc.,  realised  £1,21 1  and  the  value 
of  the  materials  salvaged  was  £4,402. 


The  Cleansing  Department  disposes  of  refuse  free  of  cost 
from  the  Highways,  Markets,  Cemetery  and  other  Departments  of 
the  Council  ;  from  other  firms  on  payment  of  l/6d.  per  load. 


The  number  of  premises  from  which  regular  collection  of  refuse 
was  made  was  10,684. 


Bv  arrangement  with  the  Beeston  and  Stapleford  U.D.C.  your 
Council  collects  and  disposes  of  refuse  from  15  houses  in  that  district 
at  an  annual  charge  of  £15  Os.  Od. 


The  Shardlow  R.D.C.  collect  nightsoil  and  house  refuse  from 
two  cottages  and  a  house  near  Sandiacre  Lock  and  a  Bungalow, 
Longmoor  Road,  at  a  cost  of  £1  per  house,  per  annum.
